ECHOES FROM MEMORIAL DAY. 

Work of Reynolds Post No. 58, G. A. R. 
Other Patriotic Orders and Citizen’s 
Renewed. 

The worst fears, In regard to weather, 
of those who wore especially Interested In 
Memorial day exercises, were removed 
when the sun arose Friday morning and 
while there still was little chi 1 In the air 
from the recent east wind and storm, the 
day opened bright and dear and combined 
through the day.

The modern poultry house has every- 
thing inside it easily movable. 

No wonder some men’s hens never 
weigh anything. The lice have just about 
|| carried them away. 

Keep the fruit of strawberries cool un- 
til the time to use or market them. Never 
t pick berries for market when they are 
^ wet. 

An hour's work with a sharp wire at 
the foot of your fruit trees killing borers, 
p may meau an extra bushel of line apples, 
pears or other fruit. 

String beans, lima beans, sweet corn, 
musk melons, w atermelons and squashes 
^ ore distinctly warm weather plauts aud 
seed of these should not be planted till 
of the soil becomes thoroughly warm and 
tile weather settled. A warm soil and 
ld exposure arc conducive to their early 
growth and later development. 

Summer pruning is often resorted to 
when the tree Is making too heavy a wood 
growth at the expense of fruitfulness. A 
moderate pruning at the height of the 
growlug season (in June or July, depend- 
ing ou the season aud latitude) checks the 
wood growth and causes the tree to throw 
its str« ngtli toward the formation of fruit 
° buds. 

Corn should he cultivated often enough 
to keep down weeds aud to maintain con- 
stantly a loose soil mulch till the corn 
ha- attained Its growth. To this end a 
greater number of cultivations will hr 
necessary when raius at intervals of about 
a week cause the surface soil to run to- 
gether and crust. This crust must be 
broken aud the soil mulch restored or 

- evaporation will soon rob the soil of its 
moisture. 

To grow cleau, first-class fruit, spray- 
ing Is absolutely necessary. It has be- 
come ns much nu essential orchard opera- 
tion as pruning, cultivation, etc. Spray- 
lug is insurance. It saves the crop this 
I, year, aud keeps the tree healthy so it can 
bear a good crop next year. Careless 
iuefllcleut spraylug Is worthless — study 
the insects and diseases and know what 
you are spraying for. 

A proper circulation of air in the soil is 
f just as impojtaut as any other factor of 
plant growth. Nearly half of the volume 
of ordinary soils is occupied by air spaces. 
I'laut roots must he supplied with air 
and the soil must be porous enough to 
permit of free circulation. A good sup- 

- ply of humus aud proper tillage will ac- 
complish this result iu clay soils. Saudy 
soils are usually too porous, needing 
humus to help them retain water. 

There are many good vegetables w hich 

- all could grow iu their home gardens, hut 
which few do because they consider them 
too difficult for the average person to 

I handle. The fact is that any of us could 
■ grow many more varieties with a little 
extra effort. Some uncommon kinds are 
nearly as easy to grow as the common 
kinds Your particular garden soil may 
he adapted to the growth of some very 
good tilings that you have never tried, 

, ami the only sure way of finding out is to 
try. 

The more highbred and spirited the 
; horse, the more dainty he will be about 
his feed, aud the greater care must he ta- 
keu to keep feed boxes and inangers free 
from filth. Almost any scrub would, 
however, refuse to eat out of mangers as 
they often are left, with portions of the 
uucousumed hay or graiu to he run over 
and soiled by the fowls while the horse is 
away at work This is a too common 
condition of many farmers’ stahles at this 
season, w heu increasing w armth dulls the 
appetite and makes soiled food doubly of- 
fensive by its decay.

Hava Brown Eyod Childron. \ 

Blnre blue and probably gray eyed 
parents have no brown pigment In the 
outer Kurfnee of tlie Iris they cannot 
transmit brown to that |>ortlon of their ( 
children's eyes. This ahseut character- ( 
lsUc may be one that has been lost or 
U may never have been acquired. It 
Is known In heredity language as a re- 
cessive. Hence, to repent, two recea- 1 
slves produce In their offspring only 1 
their recessive condition. 

The hereditary tiehnvlor of brown eye 
color, however, Is very different In 
brown eyes actual plgineut occurs In 
the Iris. Here there Is something ac- 
cumulated to hand on down to subse- 
quent generations. The amount that 
can be transmitted, however, depends 
on one's own heredltnry history ns well 
as that of one’s consort If both of 
8mlth'a parents belong to brown eyed 
strains, then Smith can have only 
brown eyes. And since Smith has been 
given, as It were, a double dose of 
brown his eyes will bo dark brow*. 

Smith will havo, in his turn, only 
brown eyed children, whatever may be 
the color of bis wife’s eyes. In the lan- 
guage of hereditary. Smith’s brown eye 
color dominates over blue or gray. 
When Smlth'B brown eye color has 
been derived from one parent only, 
then his own eyes will tend to be light- 
er In color and only half of his germ 
coIIb will have the potentiality for mak- 
ing brown eyes. Hence, If ho marries a 
blue or gray eyod wife, only half of his 
children will have brown eyes, and a 
light brown, too, because of two gen- 
erations of dilution. In csso Smith’s 
wife also has brown eyes derived from 
one of her parents only, then three out 
of four of their children will have 
brown eyes, but only one of the three 
will get o doublo dose of brown; hence 
Smith's brown eyed children will not 
all transmit brown In the same degree. 

Thus It Is possible for n brown eyed 
parent to hnvo one-half or ono-qunrter 
of his children blue or gray eyed. But 
It Is never possible for two blue or 
gray eyed pnreuts to have brown eyed 
| children.— I udependent 

FREE ZING W ATER. 

Conditions That Cause the Bursting or 

Cracking of loo. 

Ice never bursts from freezing. As 
soon as the liquid of which It la com- 
posed Is frozen solid expansion ceases. 
The cracking or bursting of Ice la 
brought about In this way: When wa- 
ter Is subjected to extreme cold ice 
crystals will gradually form on Its sur- 
face until tbo same are covered with a 
thin coat of what appears to be wet 
snow. From this outer coating of Ice 
crystals all subsequent freezing goes 
downward, the ice thickening accord- 
ing to the degree of cold. The water 
which Is being converted Into Ice now 
begins to expand, creating a pressure 
upon tho unfrozen water below. This 
pressure Is both downward and out- 
ward, and In case tho water under ob- 
servation Is In a vessel the sides and 
bottom of the receptacle supply tbe re- 
sistance. 

As tbe freezing process continues tbe 
pressure ujion the confined water and 
air in the Interior of tbe bulk increases 
until something yields. If the vessel 
be stronger than the Ice stratum that 
has formed over tbo surface tbe layer 
of Ice will be beut upward at tbe cen- 
ter, that being tbe weakest point, on 
account of tbo fact that tbe outer 
edges of tho congealed mass are frozen 
fast to the sides of the vessel In which 
the experiment is being made. In this 
condition tbe center of the Ice contin- 
ues to rlso or bulge until It bunts 
from tbe resistance of tho water below. 
Could the vessel be tapped from below 
and the water drown off no amount of 
freezing would be sufficient to crack 
or bulge the Itfe layer on the surface.

YVatch for the little slugs— darkish, 
sllmv fellows — that are likely to he on 
pear or cherry leaves now. Fine, dry 
(lust, if thrown In the trees, will kill 
every sing It covers. Or almost any of 
the regulation orchard sprays will exter- 
minate this pest. 

The purposes of lnterculture tillage arc, 
ll 1 st, to kill weeds; second, to keep the 
! surface soil receptive to rainfall; third, 
l. » prevent the evaporation of soil mois- 
ture. Cultivating corn four inches deep, 
as compared with two inches deep, may 
reduce the yield ten per cent, owing to 
. pruning the roots. Four or live cultiva- 
tions are usually sufllcient. 

The average general farmer Is so busy 
with his Held crops, live stock and other [ 
things that lie simply plants hi- fruit treis j 
cultivates them for a year or two and then j 
allows them to struggle on alone. The 
| result 1- general light yields of inferior 
' fruit. Nothing more could reasonably be 
j expected. 

I)o not neglect pruning — it is absolutely 
essential, l’rune trees while young and 
later treatment will be much simpler. 
Pruning tends to Increase vigor and fruit- 
fulness; it allows sunlight to get into the 
tree, giving better color to the fruit. 

I Spraying, picking, cultivation and other 
orchard operations are made easier by iu- 
< telligeut pruning. 

In planting litnas, lie sure to have the 
soil very Hue on the surface. It will be 
well to plant about four beaus to the hill 
when planted in squares, and thin to one 
I or two plants to a hill when all are up. 
Some seed may not germinate. If the 
soil for any reason after planting becomes 
I hard or crusted and the young plants have 
1 trouble in coming up, break the crust in 
hills or along the rows with a rake or a 
ilue-tooihcd harrow. 

When new soil or that which has lain 
undisturbed for several years is broken 
up it is always best to plow deep from the 
beginning, for deeper layers will be about 
as fertile as any, except t ho top Inch or 
two. It is wise, too, never to plow the 
same depth twice In succession. In gen- 
eral, fall plowing should he from seven to 
nine or ten inches and spring plowing 
from live to seven inches deep. There 
are special cases in w hieh these rules do 
not apply. 

Lima beaus are one of the best late vege- 
table crops that can be growu in the home | 
or market garden. Limas are very partial 
to warm weather for the beginning of 
growth In fact, unless you have u 
warm, sandy soil, or a good loam, it is al- 
most useless in plant them before the last 
of May or the ilr-i weeks of .lune in cen- 
tral latitudes. Planting the middle of 
.1 une i- a good time where tin* crop is rn t 
grown for special purposes There is 
plenty of time yet to plant them and have 
plenty to use and sell in late summer aud 
all through the fall weeks. 

The lirst thought of the farmer in grow - 
ing gund fruit should be an abuudtut sup- 
pi) for home use. It is as much a mark 
of poor thrift for any farmer to buy fruit 
as it is for him to buy meat, lie should 
uever buy what he cau economically grow 
ou his own laud. It is the legitimate 
business of the farmer to grow a variety 
of foods for home consumption, aud also 
to have some to sell every year for cash 
income to meet ruuuiug expenses. The 
more there is grow non the farm and the 
less there is purchased of the necessities 
of life, the more money the farmer will 
have for improvements, conveniences, 
luxuries and incidentals. 

We usually eat w hat we are fond of aud 
what agrees with us best, but we must 
study aud tlud out what kinds of feeds 
are best for the large aud small animals 
we are growing aud using Those who 
kuow all about these things, tell u« that 
it is very important to feed different ani- 
mals iu a didereiit way for diderent pur- 
poses For iustaucc, they tell us that a 


plr, being fattened for the butcher, will 
do Ids heat on simply corn ami water as a 
main diet, but the same diet for a laying 
hen would not do at all. The one animal 
Is being finished for fat, while the other 
Is bring kept to lay eggs Corn, w hich Is 
good for making pigs fat, will also make 
chickens fat or cattle or horses fat, hut 
corn Is not of the right composition for 
making hens lay eggs as hens should.

Musical Sound 'ad the Ear. 

The well trained ear of a musldan 
can distinguish notes uifTerlng only 
one-hundredth part of a tone from ono 
another. Most people cannot perceive 
a difference of one-tenth of a tone, and 
a few can scarcely tell one tone from 
another. The cause of this curious dis- 
parity resides In slight differences in 
the structure of the cochlea, u wonder- 
ful piece of apparatus In the Inner- 
most part of the ear. It is n little 
body shaped like n snail shell and be- 
lieved to Im* the part of the hearing 
apparatus which recognizes musical 
sounds. Ai Its structure It closely re- 
sembles the strings of a piano and even 
has a damper to prevent the mixture 
of sounds quickly following one unoth- 
i er. This little musical apparatus is set 
, going by vibrations received from the 
, middle ear or drum, anil In some mys- 
terious manner It sends these ou to the 
brain through the auditory nerve lu 
the form ot musicul sounds.

Artists (insure us Mint no Greek 
sculptor Would have ever (Iron mod of 
putting n nine In. h foot on n live and 
one-half foot woman. The types for 
the classic marble figures were taken 
from the most perfect forma of living 
persons. Unquestionably the human 
font, ns represented by the ancient 
peuiptors, was larger than the modern 
one; and. In fact, the primitive foot of 
all peoples whereof we have any rec 
ord, either of statuary or otherwise, 
was considerably larger than ttie re 
strlcted foot of later times. 

The masculine foot, forming an ap- 
proximate average of four different 
countries, was about twelve incites 
long. Tills would require at least a 
No. 10 shoe to cover It comfortably. 
Tho average masculine foot today Is 
easily fitted with n No. 8 Mi slate and is 
therefore not nbove ten and seven-six 
tccnlhs Inches.

Deadly Venom of tho Cobra. 

A full sized cobra is able to eject 
enough venom ut a single full and 
complete bite to kill nbout twenty men 
Tho Indian cobrn yields ns much as 
twenty drops, and Dr. Hanna mentions 
having obtained as much as twenty 
eight drops. 

In experiments with the venom oi 
the cupe cobrn F. W. Fitzslmons, an 
expert, found that one drop diluted In 
a little water and injected into the tis- 
sues of the leg of n large moukey 
killed It In half an hour's time. A 
fraction of a drop was sufficient to kill 
a rat and a fowl within an hour. Judg- 
ing from the effects of cobrn venom 
on the higher animals. Mr. FUzslmons 
considers that one full drop Is a fatal 
dose for n strong, healthy mum— West- 
minster Gazette.

Dante was a great traveler and the 
greatest i>en Impressionist who ever 
wrote. lie deserilies a landscape In a 
line so that it stays with you forever, 
lie uses the fewest possible number of 
words, hardly any adjectives, nnd the 
picture leaps up tie fore you. Immortal 
and unforgctnhle.

Tennyson gives you Kngllsh landscape. | 
If you read “In Memoriam" you have 
lived a year in the English country 
and seen the march of the English 
seasons. Crablie can do It. Who reads 
Crnblie? Nobody. And yet he is a 
wonderful poet, as realistic as Tolstoy 
and Arnold Bennett. Byron called 
him the best painter of nature — "Na- 
ture’s sternest painter, yet her best.” 

He writes about the poor ns they 
are, without sentimentality and with- 
out exaggeration, and as a painter of 
English landscape he still remains the 
best. He may not lie read by the mod- 
ern generation, but he Is not forgnttqn. 
A Frenchman wrote u long and excel- 
lent I m H> k about him not long ago. He 
Is safe In the temple of fame, which 
place you have entered and can’t leave. 
And this temple Is like a wheel. It 
goes round and round, and some of 
its inmates are in the glare of the sun, 
and sometimes they are in the shade, 
but they sire there, and they never fall 
out.— Maurice Baring In Metropolitan.

the nffnirs of Hungary. Instant Inter 
put attached to the news that n Han- 
gnrlnn committee of Inquiry hart land- 
ed upon our shores, with tlie purpose of 
Investigating a possible Invitation from 
our republic to the Hungarian patriot 
Kossuth, then In exile in Turkey. 

The leader of this mission was Gen- 
eral 7.etvllnskl. nn officer of the pntrlot 
army of Hungary, who brought wtth 
him a suit of some dozen persons. 
These. Inte In the winter of 1850-61. nr- 
rived at Washington nnd found quar- 
ters of n somewhat mngnlfloent sort In 
one of the more prominent hotels of 
the nntlonal capital. 

The first formal action of the Hun- 
garian committee took the shape of a 
return reception, to tie held In tlie hotel 
parlor*. The Invltntlons. liberal ns they 
were, were sought for quite in excess 
of the supply. The administration, for 
which Mr. Webster, onr secretary of 
state, hnd not hesitated to write In 
most determined fashion to the attache 
Ilulsemnnn regarding the presumptu- 
ous Austrian demands npon our gov- 
ernment none the less was much In n 
funk regarding "European obligations." 
Not wishing to offend the popular fancy 
nnd not dnrlng to take decisive stand, 
tlie usual compromise was made. A 
long suffering officer of the navy, with 
his wlfo nnd one or two other indies, 
was dispatched quasi officially to lend 
color to tho occasion.

A Hungarian orchestra, 
brought with theso commissioners, 
discoursed Its peculiar music beyond a 
screen of palms nnd flowers.

Hungarian uniform. Those of his stnff 
near by added additional vividness to 
tho picture. The Indies of tho pnrty, 
half of whom spoko English, were 
costnmed quite in keeping, nnd en- 
deavored by the graclousness of their 
manner to add to tho good impression 
nlrendy formed of their more brillinni 
companions. The doors hnd not boon 
opened for a half honr before tho 
rooms wero packed with « struggling 
mass of humanity, nil eager to grasp 
the hnnd of the representative of nun- 
gnry nnd of the members of his com- 
pany. Patriotism, liberty, brotherly 
love were in tlie speech of all. 

It wns at about tills time thnt there 
entered nt the door nenr the head of 
tho receiving line a young woman, for 
the time apparently quite nnnttended. 
She was brilllnntly robed, with Jewels 
flashing nt neck nnd wrists, clad like 
a queen nnd looking one. * 

There were ninny In Washington 
Boclnl circles who knew by sight or by 
reputation Josephine. Countess St 
Aubnn, no longer than six months ago 
pronounced by one Journnl of the 
capital to be the most beautiful and 
tho most dangerous woman In Wash- 
ington. Yet oven the most hostile ol 
theso suddenly suspended Judgment as 
they saw her ndvnnco met now by that 
of tho old Hungarian general himself.

Here also evil 
cries aloud Soon war must come, 
here also— bloody war. We usk fund* 
for Hungary. America soon will need 
funds for herself." 

"Ah. you mean this problem of thr 
north and south— of slavery." Tht 
face of the old general becume gruve. 
"1 have talked with many." said he 
"it seems incapable of solution. But' 
have not your brilliant faculties, my 
dear countess, suggested any solution? 
We learned to vulue your counsel over 
yonder." 

1 "What could a mere womun do in a 
matter vnst us this? My general, uot 
ail the wisdom of this country has sug- 
gested a remedy. 1 am hut u woman 
and uut wise, ile who attempts to 
solve this slavery question must do

Although the 
keeper was under orders not to im- 
prove Ills food, he ugrucil to cook any- 
thing which Sir Ilenry provided, and 
the pigeons which the cat brought 
saved Ills life. He also hail a picture 
painted showing the cat offering u pig- 
eon through the burs of Ills cell.— Our 
Dumb Friends. 

MOCK WINDOWS. 

; They Were Common In England When 
Real Ones Were Taxed. 

The window tax in England, u very 
old tax commencing In the reign of 
William 111., was not discontinued un- 
til Lord Halifax chungod It to the 
' house duty in IK, "il. 

It must have caused a great amount 
of consumption, anaemia and other foul 
air maladies, for in 1850 there were 
only un average of six windows In 
English houses. Indeed, the British 
architects are not yet frtso from the bad 
lntlueiice of this tax. 

In very many old houses in England 
today there tuny be seen mock windows 
painted on the walls for symmetry— j 
hideous things. Not only were gluzed 1 
windows taxed, hut any hole In the 
wull was Included.

WHERE THE OCEAN BOILS. 

Upheavals That May Be Caused by 
Submarine Earthquakes. 

Mariners say Unit In Hie midst of the 
Atlnnilc, n! . ;t where the twenty-flftli 
iiieriillnn west front Greenwich crosses 
the equator, there lies a region of 
mystery. It Is on the line that ships 
take from Madeira to Brazil. Only 
within the past half century has It 
been sounded and Its strange pile- j 
liotuena reported. 

One Investigator declared that he 
saw the sea about half a tulle from his 
vessel suddenly disturbed. For about 
two minutes It boiled up violently ns 
front n subterranean spring. Through- 
out the day there were observed great 
patches of discolored water which hail 
exactly the npj»earauee of extensive 
slumls. 

These and similar phenomena uro 
frequently observed In this pnrt of 
tile ocean. Often it ship reports that 
site 1ms experienced a violent shook 
similar to Hint which Is felt when a 
rook Is struck. Botnet lines it great 
rumbling In huurd, like that of it heavy 
chain running through the lmwso 
pipes, and the vessel quivers like a 
leaf in the wind. At another time, In 
smooth water, a vessel bus been 
known to heel over suddenly, ns if she 
bad run ou a sand bank. 

Before this part of the ocean was as 
thoroughly sounded and surveyed ns It 
U low these phenomena were attrib- 
ute ,1 to the presence of unmarked saud 
banks and rocky shoals, and the old 
charts were marked accordingly. But 
It must have astonished the mariner 
somewhat to llud Hint he got no sound- 
ings with his deep pea lend Immediate- 
ly after experiencing ouo of these 
shock)}.

At twelve o’clock last night, with the 
last waltz on the order, at the reception 
of the graduating class of 1913 in the 
High school hall, East Weymouth, the 
curtain went down on another school year 
in Weymouth and without doubt, the 
past ten months have completed one of 
the most successful years In the history 
of our public schools. Unolllclal reports 
state that nearly twenty-two hundred 
pupils moved on to higher grades and 
further education. 

As usual the main events of the season 
occurred at the High school where forty- 
live pupils received their diplomas and 
made merry yesterday afternoon and even- 
ing. Good weather prevailed and a record 
breaking gathering was in attendance at 
the exercises of the day. 

Those who were not favored with re- 
served seats began to congregate early in 
order to obtain the best of the unreserved 
seats. The tlrst group to enter the hall 
arrived about one thirty and from that 
time until two-thirty, the time of starling 
the program, the ushers had their hands 
full securing seats for the constant flow 
of humanity into the spacious hall. 

At two-thirty-ttve, when Miss Angeline 
Heartz of the teaching corps of the school 
at the piano, struck the opening chord of 
the selection by which the undergraduates 
and graduates were to march In, every 
seat in the auditorium was taken, as well 
as those in the two ante rooms, and many 
were standing at the back and sides of 
the hall. 

A new idea adopted this year was the 
novelty of having the undergraduates 
march in from both sides of the hall and 
thus save time in seating the two hundred 
odd pupils. The plans worked very well 
Indeed and the usual delay in getting set- 
tled wn&done away with very effectively. 

The first class to enter the hall was the 
class of 1916 with Urban R. Nolan, the 
senior class marshall at the head. Fol- 
lowing these, came the sophomores and 
juniors. After the junior class had taken 
their positions at the sides of the stage, 
Mr Nolan marched to room 4 and escorted 
the class of 1913 to their seats on the 
stagp, where they were immediately given 
a round of applause from the large audi- 
ence gathered there to witness the passing 
on of another class of Weymouth High 
school 

The forty-five members grouped on the 
stage made a most imposing picture in- 
deed, the young ladies all charmiugly 
gowned in white and the young men in 
their dark suits and white neckties while 
the artistic decoratlous of bunting, potted 
plants and cut flowers, added much to the 
beauty of the scene. 

After the pupils had become settled tor 
the afternoon’s events and the audience 
had quieted down the following interest- 
ing program was carried out without a 
break in the entire card :

Changing Them Too Suddenly la Apt 
to Produce Bad Reaulta. 

TIioho who form sudden resolutions 
to break off their habits, no mutter 
whether they are good or bad, may be 
laying themselves open to an Illness. 

A man who for tho last twelve years 
bus made u rule of spending one week 
of bis holiday each year in bed depart- 
ed from the custom last year and for 
tho first time throughout that period 
had nil Illness which kept him from 
business. The human body can shape 
Itself to practically any conditions or 
habits, but if those conditions are dis- 
continued suddenly one is almost sure 
to be 111. 

In fact, it is the opinion of u well 
known physician that any kind of hab- 
it Is bound to “bit buck” if it be dis- 
continued too abruptly. No man can 
suddenly switch off meat to a vegeta- 
ble diet, for Instance, and remain welL 

Here Is a common Instance of how 
the body adapts Itself to environment 
A man Is kept to his bed for two or 
three weeks. When be gets up be finds 
It difficult to walk for tho first day or 
two. lie puts down this trouble to 
weakness. But his legs are not really 
weaker. It Is simply that their mecha- 
nism is upset 

De Quincey Is a notable example of 
tho way habits become chains, which, if 
broken, bring Illness and often death. 
The famous writer had accustomed 
himself to taking four ounces of lauda- 
num u day. lie would certainly have 
died if he stopped this daily dose.— 
London Mirror. 

OLD TIME TRAINE D NURSES. 

Removing and Burying the Dead Waa 

Part of Their Dutiea. 

In their “Ulstory of Nursing” tho au- 
thors, Miss Nutting and Miss Dock, 
quote from un article written In 170-1 
which gives an insight into what was 
required of tho trained nurse in the 
eighteenth century. Tho article says: 

“This occupation Is us important foi 
humanity us its functions uro low and 
repugnant All persons are not adapt- ! 
ed to It, nnd the heads of hospitals 
ought to he difficult to please, for tho 
lives of patients may depend upon their j 
choice of applicants. The nurse should 
be patleut, mild, coinpasslonato. She 
should c-ousole tbe sick, foresee their 
needs nnd relieve their tedium. 

Tbe domestic duties of tbo nurse are 
to light tbe fires in tho wanlB nnd keep 
them going, to carry and distribute 
nourishment, to accompany tbe sur 
geous and doctors on their rounds ana 
afterward to remove all dressings, etc.; 
to sweep the bulls and wards aud keep 
tbe persons of tile patients and tbelt 
surroundings clean, to empty nil vessels 
aud change tbe patients’ linen, to pre- 
vent noise and quarreling uud disturb- 
ances, to notify the steward of every- 
thing they see which is wrong, to enrry 
out the dead and bury them, to light 
1 tbe lamps Ui the evening and visit tbe 
1 sick during the night and to watch 
them continually, giving them every 
aid which their state requires and 
treating them with klnduess aud con- 
j slderaiiou.”

BIRDS AND C OLORS. 

Pigeons and Chickens Can 8ee What 
Is Invisible to Man. 

It has been slowly brought to our 
understanding that the world Is not 
the same to all crentures. mid probably 
no experiments have tended more to 
make this clear than tlioao on the 
color sense of chickens, pigeons, owls 
and kestrels. 

Hungry chickens nnd pigeons were 
first kept nn hour In n bright room for 
them to become accustomed to the 
light The floor was then spread with 
s smooth black cloth, evenly covered 
with grains of wheat, n strong spec- 
trum wns thrown on It from tbe ceil- 
ing nnd the hungry animals were turn- 
ed loose. They picked the whent first 
from tho bright red, then tho ultra red, 
next the yellow nnd finally tho green. 
They touched nothing in tho blue and 
violet because they saw nothing; but, 
on tho other hand, they saw the grains 
In the ultra rod that were Invisible to 
the men. 

This pfoved that for chickens nnd 
pigeons the spectrum Is shortened at 
the violet end of short wave length 
and extended at the red end of long 
wave length. This is the effect one 
might expect from wearing orange col 
nred glasses and demonstrated that 
fowls soe through such spectacles In 
the form of yellow nnd orange oil 
globules embedded in the light sensi- 
tive layer. 

To kestrels nnd buzzards the bright- 
est zone was the green Instead of the 
red. the blue being visible. To owls 
tbe colors were as men see them.— 
London Mall. 

HUNS AND MAGYARS. 

Lagend 8ays Nimrod, Noah’s Grand- 
son, Founded the Raoe. 

Among the mnny Interesting bits of 
history which are Included in "Old 
Ilomes of New Americans,” Dr. Fran- 
cis E. Clark’s study of the original 
llfo nnd surroundings of our immi- 
grants, Is n brief account of the tradi- 
tional origin of the Iluns and Magyars 

According to tills story. Nimrod, 
grandson of Noah, wns the founder of 
tbo race. Ills wife, Eneh, bore him 
two sons, ITunyor nnd Magyar. These 
two brothers— who were great hunters 
like their father, who hns given his 
name to every expert user of tho ar- 
row, spear nnd gun since Ills tiny— 
while chasing a doe In the forests of 
the Caucasus, were led to move west- 
ward and found n country rich In fer- 
tile meadows and green fields. 

The doe vanished from before their 
eyes, for she had evidently been In- 
vented by the mythmakers to lend the 
brothers into their new domain, nnd aft- 
erward, we are told, the progeny of 
Ilunyor settled beyond tho Volga, while 
tho sons nnd grandsons of Mngynr set- 
tled about the river Don and were 
known thereafter ns Don-Magynre. 

However much or however little true 
history is found in tills mazo of myths, 
tho names have persisted through nil 
the centuries. The Iluns devastated 
Europe in tho cnrly centuries, nnd 
"Magyar” ts still the most honored 
name by which the people of Hungary 
choose to be known. 

To 8ee the Back of Your Eye. 

Behind tho eye, whnt is called the 
retina. Is lined with branching blood 
vessels, nnd a curious but perfectly 
simple experiment will enable you to 
see these. Place yourself in a dark 
room, opposite a dark colored wall; 
then light a candle and. holding it in 
your hand, move It up and down be- 
fore your eyes, all tbo time looking 
not ut tbe candle, but at the wall be- 
yond. After n little practice you will 
see appear ou the wnll a great branch- 
ing figure lu black on a reddish sur- 
face. Whnt you are looking at 1s tho 
shadow of these blood vessels at tbe 
back of your own eye. Perhaps the 
most curious part of tbe whole thing 
is Hint tho part of tho eye which re- 
ceives the impression of light must lie 
behind theso blood vessels.— London 
Graphic.

Wo kept up our precaution for three 
(inys. nnd since it was quite incon- 
venient In doing business I was nbout 
to abandon it, but Nellie said she bad 
dreamed that Kid Malone bad appear- 
ed and somehow bad got away with a 
lot of money.

Remove the harness and heavy collars 
from the horses during the noon hour. 
Yon will note the difference in their work 
In the afternoon 

Watch closely the melons already 
planted. Cover them with cheese-cloth- 
covered boxes until they are tough enough 
to withstand the striped beetle. It is not 
too late to plant melon seeds, in the north, 
ern states. 

It is said that a “Pound Sweet" or a 
“Rhode Island Greening,” grown in the 
shade, are hardly lit to eat, hat grown in 
the sun are delicious. Take note about 
planting and pruning, and remember 
about the fad for color just now Per- 
haps you can see why the fad. 

Feed all your breeding stock well. 
There is a response to conditions of health 
and vigor in the parents that is half the 
battle in later life. Strength from good 
treatment is an acquired character, which 
is heritable, no matter what the “high 
brows’ of science say 

Tools and machines are made of differ- 
ent materials and in different ways. Some 
are much better titan others. The ones 
made of better material will cost more 
money, but they will last longer and be of 
better service, which means that they are 
cheaper tu the end. 

Some silage may be fed to idle horses, 
but for working iiorses the amount must 
necessarily be limited because of its bulky 
soft cliaract :r. In time of drought silage 
—often the only feed readily and cheaply 
obtainable— may be used to form portion 
of the ration, but it can not be made the 
mainstay of horses, as can be done with 
cattle and sheep. 

Thinning Is one of the most jj^ofltable 
orchard operations. Practical orchard 
ists have given thinning a thorough trial, 
and have found it pays— decidedly. The 
annual pruning helps to thin the frnit. 
Many growers prefer to delay the hand 
thinning until after the “so-called “June- 
drop." 

There is au increasing demand for 
heavier Iiorses on the farms. Deeper and 
; better tillage must be practised in the fu- 
i lure, and this requires heavier machinery 
i ami more motive power. There are two 
ways of increasing this power. One is 
by increasing the number of light horses. 
Hut the most economical way is to in- 
crease the. weight of the horses. This 
will reduce the farm labor force; will de- 
i crease the amount of equipment necessary 
1 iu requiring less stable room and less 
1 harness, and the cost of feed will be 
■ lessened. 

I A cow does not fully mature until be- 
lt ween the age of three and four years. 
When bred at fifteen months reproduction 
puts a task ou the system which is un- 
questionably sustained at the expense of 
development— that is, growth in the 
young auimal and to some extent at the 
expense of her stamina This means that 
a heifer w hich reproduces thus ;early wilj 
uol attain to tile same size as if she re- 
produced at a later period 

The successful poultry raiser— lie who 
grow s clucks from the egg to maturity — j 
must in order to avoid retarding their 1 
growth, provide them with roomy, clean, 
quarters, clean feed, fresh water and 
shade and must wage au everlastiug war 
J ou lice, which thrive during the summer | 
mouths The beginner, through his iuex- 
peileuce, does not realize the importance 
of these vital essentials, the observance 
of every one of which is absolutely neces- 
[ sary if success is to be attained iu poultry 
raising 

The pursuit of dairy farming depends 
fur its success upon certain fundamental 
1 conditions. First, the ow ner of the busi- 
ness himself, or otherwise the agent or 
managerwho has the immediate control 
and personal direction of the work, must 
have a uatural fondness for animals, 
prompting to generous and kind treat- 
ment, as well as good judgement iu selec- 
tion, breeding and care. It is not suttl- 
I cii-nt that he should lie a hurst man or 
fond ol cattle iu general For beat re- 
sults he should have a special liking for 
the dairy cow over aud above all other 
animals 

On account of their large water content 
potatoes aioue aie uut suitable foi feeding 
swine Expert mental results at many 


stations have shown that 1 pound of 
grain Is equal to about 4 pounds of cooked 
potatoes or 41 pounds of potato** raw 
On this basis nnv one can llgnre oat the 
probable return of potatoes when f«d to 
hogs. They must he fed with grain to 
return satisfactory results. Probably 
not more than 4 pounds of potatoes should 
be used for each pound of grain where 
rapid gains are desired. As la well known 
potatoes, should lie cooked, using aa little 
water as possible, mashing them and mix- 
ing in the grain while the potato*# are 
hot.

Speedy Coaeting. 

The finest coasting hill In the world 
Is at St. Moritz, in Switzerland. The 
hill is u mile long, and to coust down 
It lakes, on uu average, sixty-seven 
seconds. The Crestn course, as It Is 
called, Is lied and runs between snow 
banks. Its turns are dangerous, und 
only skiib-d coasters venture on it 
They use the Aineric-un fiat toboggan, 
lying on the stomach an I steering not 
with the feet, but with lifts und jerks 
of the body. A few seconds from the 
start mi this course the coaster is go- 
ing at u speed of twenty miles uu hour. 
Tills speed soon increases to forty 
miles. Faster und faster he flies, 
swooping down the precipitous Uhur h 
leap at the -peed of an express train, 
und then on to the long, straight Shut- 
tlecock run To fifty, to sixty, to sev- 
enty to eighty miles an hour the puce 
grows till it is like the flight of the 
swiftest bird through a blinding blur 
of snow. Yd the speed still increases, 
und at the end of the Shuttlecock 
eighty seven miles an hour is register- 
ed. These fiesta course speeds ure 
not problematical. They are the ac- 
curate timings of an ele trie clock.
